HEAD URGES THREE CHANGES 
IN CAL. ACT ON CITY RULES 


If the board of freeholders elect­ 
ed to frame a charter for Santa 
Ana were to make three chances 
in provisions of the municipal cor­ 
porations act relating to cities of 
the fifth class, they could draft 
and adopt in one 
hour 
a better 
charter than they will be able to 
form ulate 
under 
their 
present 
plans, in the opinion of H orace C. 
Head, attorney of Santa Ana. recolo­ 
nized as one of the leaders of the 
opposition to adoption of the char­ 
ter presented two years a Ko. 
Head, emphatic in this declara­ 
tion today, has been invited to ap­ 
pear before the freeholders and 
express his views. 
At the same time Head made it 
clear that he was not opposed to 
a charter form of governm ent be­ 
cause of the possibility th at pro­ 
vision would be made for increas­ 
ing the minimum tax rate. 
Urges Tax 
Rate 
Raise 
In fact, one of the three changes 
he would recommend would be that 
the maximum limit be raised from 
$1, the present limit under the 
state act, to $1.25 on the $100 of 
assessed valuation. 
The other two changes he sug­ 
gested are to make the offices of 
city attorney and city m arshal ap­ 
pointive. 
He believes these two 
offices should be filled by appoint- 


t m ent because they are closely re- 
1 lated to the management of the 


I city. 
j 
Head pointed out that w hat he 
had said did not mean that he was 
in favor of a charter. 
His oppo­ 
sition to a charter came from the 
fact that he believed the state law 
offered a more economical method 
for handling city problems. 
"Adoption of a charter 
means 
th at if amendm ents must be made 
i they must come at the expense of 
labor, money and tim e,'’ said Head. 
Tellw8 Long Procedure 
"F irst the amendments must he 
prepared, then they must h*> ap 
proved by voters, and, finally they 
have to go to the state legislature. 
Machinery for a 
change 
in the 
state law is less cumbersome and 
less expensive to the municipality.! 
All that is necessary is the passage; 
of a bill through the legislature. 
"There Is nothing in the state 
law to prevent 
the 
city council 
from appointing a city manager, 
and I see no reason for adoption of 
a charter to attain this end. 
The 
council has authority 
to appoint 
many departm ent heads, and I see 
no reason why the authority grant­ 
ing this is not aplicable to the ap­ 
pointment of a city manager." 
There is no essential point in­ 
volved in city government that can­ 
not be taken care of by amend 
ments to the state law, embodying 
the changes I suggest. 
“Good government is not made 
on paper—it is made by the men In j 
office."
